For, the defendant it was urged that he had wo motive in injaring the plain- 
tiff, aed that what appeared ta his paper was admitted to be aa accurate re- 
port of what had takes place; aod that the defendant had offered to insert 
aay apology ia bis paper. 

Lord Dewan in summing up sald, ‘hat a newspaper proprietor did not 
eacmpt bimeelt frow liability for pubiishing slander because another persoa 
had weed the words; it was not « defence to any be did it in the way of bis 
husieees | if he chose to insert anything beewure he was id for it, he mast 
guard himeeclf against laserting slander. No person was bound to Beocept an 
apology, beewuee It might not be read by thoee who had seen the sinaderous 
article.

The reply is—No 
one but himerlf, for taking him on bis own ground—that of the liability 
to deviate from the course intended in laying down the drafte—ehy might 
not it occur in the cardinal points as readily asin the bearings-—in feet, 
to follow out his position, how can any survey be made correctly? Does 
not your correspond. nt indirectly exonerate the miner and all others from 
blame in a false survey, when made by the dial, for, if there be such « 
liability to it im traversing, is there not an equal tendency to it in the 
bearings when first made? It is rather singuler that our antagonist ad- 
mits that the dialling may be correct under ground, where the use of the 
tables are not aveilable in first laying out a survey, bat an error is sure 
to take place above ground, by traversing, although the methods are pre. 
cisely one and the same. That no error was made in first taking the 
bearings mast be evident to every unprejudiced mind ; and also that there 
is not eo mach uncertainty in the mechanical method #2 our opponent 
would have vs believe, ina-much as there was colpparatively no difference 
im the bearings and traverse, and that these were both confirmed by the 
hypothenusal line, for that being nearly on the same angle with the bear.

THE HYDRAULIC BELT. 

A correspondent of the Liverpool Mercury, a few weeks since, for- 
warded to the Editor the following extract from the Anawal Register for 
the year 1783, from which it will oe observed that the plan patented by 

Mr. Hall, for raising water by means of the continuous belt (recently no- 
| tieed by us on several cecasions), was in practice at that time, the only 
| difference being the substitution by Mr. Hall of a woollen band for a 
| hempen rope. The machine alluded to was erected by command of his 

Majesty George the Third, at Windsor, for raising water out of a well 
200 feet deep to supply the Castle :—
